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F.  RESEARCH  ACTIVITY 

1.  Accomplished  in  FY-89 

With  a  mission  to  empower  WRAMC  researchers  from  planning  to  publication,  the 
Department  of  Clinical  Investigation  (DCI)  supported  a  record  total  of  671  active 
studies  this  year  (Table  I).  A  record  197  of  these  studies  were  newly  approved. 
The  474  other  studies  were  ongoing  for  at  least  one  year  and  are  summarized  in 
this  report.  Ninety-six  percent  (96%)  of  the  investigations  were  conducted  by 
Medical  Corps  officers  at  WRAMC,  and  about  1%  were  conducted  at  Army  Community 
Hospitals  in  the  Walter  Reed  Health  Service  Region  (Table  II).  Human  studies 
accounted  for  93%  of  the  investigations,  with  36%  involving  research  therapies 
including  investigational  drugs  or  devices  and  cooperative  oncology  group  studies 
(Table  III).  Animal  studies  accounted  for  5%,  and  laboratory  studies  accounted 
for  2%.  Clinical  investigation  productivity  by  WRAMC  researchers  included  73 
published  abstracts,  22  published  articles,  and  61  conference  presentations 
(Table  IV).  Thirty-three  (33)  Clinical  Investigation  Recognition  Seminars  (now 
in  its  third  year)  were  presented  by  WRAMC  researchers  and  provided  local 
dissemination  of  WRAMC  research  presented  at  regional  and  national  conferences. 

The  DCI  was  involved  in  many  transitions  during  this  year,  both  in  personnel 
and  in  its  initiatives  to  improve  by  striving  to  help  all  researchers  from 
planning  to  publication  (DCI  is  SHARPP) .  The  Chief,  Transplant  Immunology 
Laboratory,  the  Senior  Statistician,  and  the  Supervisor,  Laboratory  Animal 
Facility  left  the  department,  and  only  one  of  these  vacancies  was  filled  in  FY- 
89.  The  Surgical  Research  Service  was  established  within  the  Department  of 
Surgery  with  COL  Samuel  A.  Cucinell  as  Chief.

Ten  of  the  eleven  service  areas  had  average  scores  greater  than  4.00  in  FY89.  The 
overall  average  score  for  FY89  was  4.18,  an  increase  from  the  4.13  score  for  FY88 
(not  statistically  significant,  P  -  .14,  by  two  sample  ‘•-test).  The  three 
greatest  changes  were  all  improvements:  clerical  support  (2),  DCI  'doing  all  they 
can'  (1)  and  statistical  consultation  (3). 
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Summarizing  a  score  of  4  or  5  as  a  'Positive'  response,  and  a  score  of  1  or  2  as 
a  'Negative'  response,  the  11:1  ratio  of  positive  to  negative  replies  in  FY88 
increased  to  a  14:1  ratio  in  FY89.  Nine  of  the  eleven  areas  queried  showed  an 
improvement  in  FY89 . 

In  addition  to  the  overall  increase  in  positive  responses  and  decline  in  negative 
responses  between  FY88  and  FY89,  there  was  a  decline  in  the  number  of  'Not  Sure' 
and  'Not  Applicable'  replies. 


Overall  Summary  of  Responses 

FY88  -  FY89 
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This  survey  of  the  effectiveness  of  services  offered  by  the  Department  of  Clinical 
Investigation  directs  our  planning  for  FY90. 
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The  Bailey  K.  Ashford  Clinical  Research  Award  finalists  who  presented  their 
research  at  the  third  annual  symposium  were  CPT  Joseph  J.  Drabick,  Fellow  in 
Infectious  Disease;  CPT  Patrick  A.  Cambier,  Resident  in  Medicine;  MAJ  Dane  K. 
Wukich,  Resident  in  Orthopaedic  Surgery;  MAJ  Garrison  V.  Morin,  Resident  in 
Otolaryngology /Head  and  Neck  Surgery;  and  MAJ  Raymond  W.  Phillips,  Fellow  in 
Gastroenterology.  The  recipient  of  the  Bailey  K.  Ashford  Clinical  Research  Medal 
awarded  at  the  WRAMC  Graduation  Exercises  was  MAJ  Garrison  V.  Morin  for  his 
research  entitled  "Wound  Healing:  Relationship  of  Wound  Closing  Tension  to 
Tensile  Strength  and  Scar  Width." 

The  Research  Review  Service  reviewed  a  record  number  of  new  protocols  for 
approval.  They  implemented  a  quality  improvement  audit  program  which  involved 
the  initial  auditing  of  twelve  investigator  study  files  for  compliance  with  DA 
regulations  and  WRAMC  Human  Use  Committee/Institutional  Review  Board  guidelines. 
Results  and  recommendations  of  the  audits  were  presented  to  the  Human  Use 
Committee.  The  Research  Review  Service,  along  with  the  Research  Administrative 
Services,  was  successful  in  contracting  to  purchase  a  local  area  network  linking 
all  major  clinical  investigation  activities  to  a  minicomputer  system  with  state- 
of-the-art  graphics  and  enhanced  statistical  computing  power. 

The  Research  Administrative  Services  processed  nearly  2900  purchase  orders 
including  over  11,000  line  items  for  WRAMC  investigators  despite  intense 
personnel  turbulence  during  FY-89.  New  persons  were  recruited  for  two  of  the 
three  clerical  staff  positions.  The  MEDCASE  program  grew  to  $557,178  by  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  A  video  imaging  system  was  obtained  for  the  Army  Audiology 


and  Speech  Center  through  the  QRIP  program.  The  Sleep  Disorders  Laboratory  was 
relocated  to  the  Pulmonary  Disease  Clinic. 

The  Research  Operations  Service  initiated  and  completed  a  number  of 
procedural  upgrades  to  streamline  and  enhance  the  effectiveness  of  laboratory 
research  support.  Among  those  initiatives  were  to  completely  overhaul  and  expand 
the  Laboratory  Safety  Manual,  revise  the  Laboratory  Animal  Facility  Standard 
Operating  Procedures,  develop  mission  statements  for  the  General  Support 
Laboratory  and  the  Research  Operations  Service,  and  thoroughly  document 
procedures  for  property  accountability  and  equipment  maintenance.  The  plans  for 
accreditation  of  the  animal  facility  were  enhanced  by  identification  of  a 
consultant,  LTC  Bradford  Goodwin,  and  by  incorporating  his  recommendations  into 
the  animal  facility  design  plan.  LTC  Lloyd  E.  Lippert,  Chief,  Research 
Operations,  was  selected  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Armed  Forces  Medical 
Laboratory  Scientists. 

The  Army  Medical  Specialist  Corps  (AMSC)  Clinical  Investigation  and  Research 
Service  designed  and  directed  the  annual  Mary  Lipscomb  Hamrick  AMSC  Research 
Course  at  the  Xerox  International  Center  for  Training  and  Development  in 
Leesburg,  Virginia,  from  31  July  through  4  August.  The  course  was  attended  by  48 
officers,  including  15  faculty.  Fifteen  of  44  submitted  abstracts  of  AMSC 
research  were  selected  for  presentation.  The  instructional  focus  for  the  course 
included  research  methods,  statistics,  scientific  writing,  and  research  protocol 
review  for  clinical  studies  in  Army  hospitals. 
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The  Kyle  Metabolic  Unit  (KMU)  Nursing  Service  reopened  in  June  as  a  DCI 
service,  reversing  the  persistent  trend  of  diminishing  patient  bed  capacity  at 
WRAMC.  Under  the  creative  leadership  of  Ms.  Ellen  G.  Horton,  Head  Nurse  of  the 
KMU  Nursing  Service,  the  patient  census  progressively  increased  despite  problems 
with  nurse  staffing  problems. 

Two  recently  hired  researchers  in  the  Army  Audiology  and  Speech  Center  were 
successful  in  obtaining  substantial  extramural  research  funding.  Dr.  Marjorie 
Leek,  Hearing  Scientist  and  Senior  Researcher,  obtained  a  5  year,  $225,000  NIH 
grant,  and  Dr.  David  Fabry,  Research  Audiologist,  was  awarded  a  $15,000 
Nontenured  Faculty  Research  Award  by  the  3M  Corporation. 

In  recognition  of  the  relevance  and  leadership  role  of  the  Kyle  Metabolic 
Unit  and  of  COL  Leonard  Wartofsky  in  basic  research  and  clinical  investigations 
related  to  the  thyroid,  the  Office  of  the  American  Thyroid  Association  was  moved 
to  WRAMC  with  COL  Wartofsky  as  its  Secretary.  The  Kyle  Metabolic  Unit  Laboratory 
began  hosting  Visiting  Foreign  Fellows  with  Dr.  Wenyi  Cai,  M.D.,  Ph.D.,  from  the 
Republic  of  China  beginning  a  one  year  study  period  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Uniformed  Services  University  of  the  Health  Sciences.  Individuals  from  Ethiopia 
and  Hungary  are  to  follow  in  this  program. 

Members  of  the  Nursing  Research  Service  of  the  Department  of  Nursing  were 
deeply  involved  in  three  initiatives  addressing  nursing  recruitment  and 
retention.  The  first  was  development  of  an  Army  Nurse  Corps  survey,  funded  by  the 
Office  of  the  Surgeon  General  and  supported  by  the  Soldier  Support  Center,  to 
determine  satisfiers  and  dissatisf iers  which  may  impact  on  active  duty  retention. 


Second,  a  very  similar  survey  of  all  registered  nurses  at  WRAMC  was  conducted  to 
ascertain  how  satisfied  or  dissatisfied  they  were  with  working  conditions  and  to 
solicit  recommended  solutions.  Third,  LTC  Jane  Hudak  served  on  the  Health 
Professionals  Special  Pay  Study  task  force  and  assisted  in  writing  the  "Report 
to  Congress  on  Armed  Forces  Health  Professions  Special  Pay — Military  Nurse 
Corps . " 

The  WRAMC  Clinical  Investigation  Program  encompassed  all  clinical 
departments  and  separate  services,  as  well  as  the  administrative  directorates. 
The  program  supported  64  postgraduate  training  programs  with  research  conducted 
by  house  staff  and  students,  as  well  as  assigned  and  affiliated  staff.  The 
medical  training  programs  had  substantial  involvement  in  research,  with  36  of  the 
51  programs  having  a  total  of  618  approved  protocols.  Fifty-nine  of  408  Medical 
Corps  interns,  residents  and  fellows  were  principal  investigators,  with  a  total 
of  70  approved  protocols.  One  hundred  sixty-three  of  the  assigned  or  affiliated 
Medical  Corps  staff  were  principal  investigators,  with  a  total  486  approved 
protocols.  Assigned  Medical  Corps  staff  numbered  236.  The  13  non-medical 
training  programs  with  53  trainees,  including  10  Chaplain  Corps  trainees,  were 
also  involved  in  research  with  6  programs  having  12  approved  protocols.  WRAMC  had 
a  total  of  265  principal  investigators. 

Many  individuals  associated  with  the  WRAMC  Clinical  Investigation  Program 
were  recognized  by  outside  organizations  for  their  research  accomplishments.

2.  Planned  for  FY-90 

The  start-up  of  the  DCI  Editorial  Office  with  one  staff  position  will  allow 
the  department  to  begin  to  address  the  most  critical  and  chronic  need  identified 
by  ongoing  survey  of  WRAMC  researchers.  The  installation  and  subsequent 
development  of  applications  of  the  recently  purchased  computer  network  will 
greatly  enhance  the  department's  ability  to  provide  statistical  and  data  analysis 
support,  as  well  as  graphics  and  administrative  support.  CPT  R.  Paul  Schaudies, 
Chief,  General  Support  Laboratory,  is  leaving  the  department  to  attend  the  AMEDD 
Officers  Advanced  Course.  He  has  been  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  department 
during  his  four  and  one  half  year  assignment.  The  establishment  of  a  WRAMC 
Clinical  Investigation  Special  Fund  in  the  Henry  M.  Jackson  Foundation  will 
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provide  a  much  needed  new  avenue  to  fund  expansion  of  the  clinical  investigation 
program. 

The  planned  relocation  of  the  Kyle  Metabolic  Unit  will  relieve  some  of  the 
space  problems  of  the  WRAMC  intensive  care  and  operating  areas  on  the  fourth 
floor  of  Building  2.  Definitive  plans  to  renovate  Building  7  to  accommodate  an 
AAALAC-approved  Laboratory  Animal  Facility  as  well  as  a  major  portion  of  DCI 
should  be  completed  to  include  transition  space  for  the  DCI  activities  currently 
housed  in  Building  7. 

3.  Ongoing  and  Future  Issues 

The  time  required  to  obtain  approval  of  research  Btudies  continues  to  be  an 
important  area  of  concern  at  WRAMC.  DCI  will  continue  to  monitor  the  time 
required  for  each  component  of  the  review  and  approval  process  and  will  implement 
changes  to  reach  the  present  goal  of  a  mean  approval  time  for  all  WRAMC  studies 
of  less  than  50  days.  Ongoing  efforts  to  obtain  extramural  funding  through  the 
Medical  Research  and  Development  Command  and  the  JackBon  Foundation  are  the  best 
prospects  to  increase  research  funding  at  WRAMC.  Clinical  investigation  education 
will  receive  more  emphasis,  working  to  develop  better  programs  in  all  areas  from 
animal  research,  study  design,  and  statistics,  to  ethics  and  conflict  of 
interest.
